The damage 
is roughly estimated at Sl.oOi 1,000, The 
works, however, arc so located that the 
loss may amount much less or may 
reach iN.000.000 or $5,000,000.

On the sratlold he was cool and smiled 
at the executioners, lie said he was hung 
because hu looked like the man who had 
killed McCluro. After the white cap waa 
on his head he called out in a loud voico: 
"Qooii-by, all you murderers," when tba 
drop fall, and ha died almost instantly.

Mr. Jacoli Mower, of I.iewis county, 
who is nearly ei>.'Iit-tAo years of age, was 
in Maysville, on Tlmr.sd.iy, and furni.-'hed 
the IJiM.i.i'ZTrN some interesting beta con- 
cerning the old market building and the 
whi»ky that was found in one of the pierH 
when it waa torn down aeveral weeka ago. 
lie said to a repreeentative ot the Bi i.- 

I.ETI.V : 

" I waa a brtck maaon and worked on 

the market honae, I think In ISJ!). Tla; 
brick aud sand were fnmli*hed by Thumas 
O. Richardaon, and I did the work. I waa 

engaged on it nine day.s ami received 
part of the time $1.50 a day and for the 
balance $2 a day. I have seen the bot- 
tle of whisky taken out of the pier and 
recognized it as the one I put there in 
1829. Charles Duncan got it from John 
Sumrall who kept a wholenale grocery 
store in the building on Market street, 
now occupied by Mr. I'aul II<eHich. It 
waa full op to the neck and was sealed 

with bees-wax as was ttie custom in tlinf 
day. it WHS pure whisky of tiie be«t 
qnality and was at lenat two yeara old. 
Nobody was jircscnl when I put it in the 
pier except myself and Charles Duncan, 
and I think it was in the forenoon when 
it wa.s done." 

This statement by Mr. Mower, who<<e 
memory of the facts seemed to be very 
clear, establisheH beyond a ilnubt the 
geuuincss of the market house whisky, 
about witich so much has l>een said.
